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Susvensions: 


The large number of suspensions granted each year by the Commanderies 
of this jurisdiction has been a matter of serious concern for some 
time. Various attempts have been made over the years to improve this 
condition but all have met with comparatively little suczess. 


In a recent letter received from the Grand Master of the Grand Encamp- 
ment every constituent commandery is urged to review its list of suse 
pended members during the last several years and to give serious con- 
sideration to ways and means of restoring those suspended members into 
active service in the commandery. The Grand Master also suggests 
that each constituent commandery carefully review its list of those 
members who are presently in arrears and who under normal circumstan- 
ces would be suspended during the present fiscal year, 


The Grand Commander, Sir Kt, Holley, urges each constituent commandery 
in Massachusetts and Rhode Island to give serious consideration to 
this request of the Grand Master and urges each Eminent Commander to 
call his officers together for the express purpose of considering the 
subject of suspensions, 


During the past seven years losses from suspensions have been heavy. 
This poses a serious problem and one that can only be properly coped 
with on the constituent commandery level. As a rule these Sir Knights 
who permit themselves to be suspended do so because of lack of interest 
in the commandery work. Ina majority of cases, this is due to a 
failure on the part of the constituent commandery and its leadership 

to present a program calculated to hold the interest of its members, 


With two great humanitarian projects sponsored by our organization, 
namely the Knights Templar Eye Foundation and the Knights Templar Edu- 
cational Foundation, there is no excuse for a commandery to fail to 
interest its members if the commandery actively participates in these 
programs, 


The fact that a majority of those who are suspended are comparatively 
new members is indicative that our new members are not being properly 
instructed in those principles for which our Order stands. 


Excerpts from a_ message issued Nov.1958 by Rt.Em,Alfred C, Blake: 
Aitogstier Uso meny scapenaions are erenved With Litto GE ae Tavesti« 
gation being made to find out why a man has become several years in ar- 
rears, It is most regrettable,but it is nonetheless a fact, that in a 
great many cases elderly or impoverished members have been suspended 
who were simply financially unable to pay their dues, And to many, 
some of whom had been faithful members for a great many years, their 
sispension came as a crushing blow. Before you suspend any member 
you should find out just why he is in arrears. While he may be re. 
iuctant to admit that illness or adversity is the reason he will prob- 
ably be willing to admit it to his Commander Furthermore, if you 

call at his home you can probably form youre own conclusions as to his 
ability to pay, Now if you find he is obviously finansially unable to 
pay dues your Commandery can vote to remit them and to take his dues 
out of its charity fund, Some commanderics have done this for years and 
all should do so. I know of no better use which can be made of charity 
funds than to pay the dues of the elderly, infirm, and impecunious mem- 
bers of the Commandery,"
